Aspecial committee re- 
port to the recent annual 
meeting of the National 
Association of Railroad and 
Utilities Commissioners;

the Federal government in- 
clude grade-crossing elimi- 
nation in its public works 
Program during the coming 
year. 

The Committee backs 
up its recommendation 
with statistics which are 
extraordinarily impressive. 
Of the 287,000 grade-cross- 
ings now existing in the 
country, but 30,800 are 
Protected by gates, watch- 
men or audible or visible 
warning signals. Last year 
accidents at these crossings 
accounted for 1,511 deaths 
and 3,697 serious injuries.

When it begins to thicken, 
add one cup shredded raw carrot 
and turn into fancy wet molds or 
in @ flat wet pan. Chill. Turn 
out the fancy molds onto lettuce 
or cut the fiat sheet in squares 
and serve on lettuce. Serve on 
same plate with the chicken. Top 
with @ spoonful of cooked salad 
dressing. Serves eight.

Ambrosia: Cut peel from three 
large oranges. then cut pulp in 
small pieces, discarding white 
fibre and seeds but retaining all 
the juice. You will need, beside 
this, one cup of canned crushed 
pineapple, two tablespoons sugar, 
three-fourths cup canned molst 
cocoanut. eight maraschino ché- 
ries and eight teaspoons cherry 
Juice. Put alternate layers of 
orange, pineapple and cocoanut 
and a light sprinkling of sugar in 
eight glass dessert dishes. Have 
the top layer of cocoanut. Top 
with a cherry and add a teaspoon 
of cherry juice to each. Chill for 
several hours. Serves eight.

Notice of Proposal 
to Amend the 
Hunting Laws 


A meeting of this Commission 
will be heid in Richmond, Virginia. 
Saturday, May 11, 1935, at which 
meeting the following proposal to 
change the laws with reference to 
hunting will be considered and acted 
upon 

‘That the open season for hunting 
adult black bear in this State be 
from November 15-December 31, ex. | 
cept in Nansemond and Norfolk 
counties the season shall be October 
1-November 30. 

That it shall be unlawful to occupy 
any baited blind or other baited 
place in this State for the purpose 
of taking or attempt to take any 
wild game bird or animal or to bait 
the same, or salt any game animal 
for the purpose of taking or killing 
the same. This shall not apply to 
migratory waterfowl when other-| 
wise permitted. 

‘That it shall be unlawful for any 
person or corporation to import into, 
or liberate in this State, any live 
wolf or coyote, or any wild bird or 
animal of 2 predatory species, ex- 
cept under special permit of the 
Commission of Game and Inland 
isheries. This shall not apply to 
any wild animal or wild bird legally 
held in possession for scientifie or 
museum purposes prior to this 
action. 

‘That it shall be unlawful to hunt. 
‘elk in this State with dogs. 

‘That it shall be uniawful to huat 
ring-necked or other introduced 
species of pheasants, bear and 
squirrels in the snow.

Improvement in the condition of 


state banks in almost every respect 





during 1934 is shown by statistics 
recently assembled, Rébert M. 
Hanes, President Wachovia Bank 


and Trust Company, Winston-Salem, 


North Carolina, poluts gut in an ar 
ticle in “Banking” published by the 
American Bankers Association. The 
figures on which this statetment is 
based were gathered by the Commit- 
tee on State Bank Research of the 
association from reports furnished 
by state bank supervisors through- 
out the country. 

“Ever since 1921 the number of 
state banks haé been declining,” Mr. 
Hanes says. “Between 1931 and 1934 
the decline was rapid. Figures for 
December 31, 1934, showed that the 
downward trend bas not yet ended, 
but the decline last year was the 
smallest in twelve years.” 

There are now, he says, about ten 
thousand state banks, which term in- 
cludes all state chartered tnstitu- 
tions with the exception of mutual 
savings banks. The article contin 
ues: 

“Even more significant was the 
ending of the decline of deposits tn 
state banks which had been going 
on since the collapse of the stock 
market boom in 1929. In recent years 
for which figures are available the 
drop has been particularly abrupt 
Total deposits in state banks ée 
clined from $20,395,762,000 on De 
cember 31, 1931, to $15,424,823,000 
on December 31, 1933. The record for 
1934 shows « recovery to $17,508, 
766,000 at the year-end. 

SigniGcence of Increased Deposits 

“It is particularly gratifying to 
note the expansion of deposits, since 
it was their decline which made nec- 
essary the liquidation of invest- 
ments, the calling of loans, and all 
the other phenomena which go un 
der the name of ‘defiation’ and have 
brought banks so muck criticism ip 
recent years. It is now plain that 
this was due to efforts of the banks 
to place themselves in the posses 
sion of enough liquid assets to meet 
the growing demands of depositors 
for the return of a part of the money 
which hgd been placed on deposit. 

“That this is true is borne out by 
the movement of invested funds of 
state banks, which has paralleled 
that of deposits. These invested 
funds (loans and discounts plus in 
véstments) for state banks, dropped 
from $20,291,320,000, at the end of 
1931, to $14,915,773.000 at the end of 
1933. By December 41, 1934, how 
ever, they had recovered to $16,769, 
510,000. All of this gain is accounted 
for by the increase fp investments 
during 1934, the expansion amount: 
ing to approximately $%.300,000,000. 

“As for loans and discounts, they 
registered a slight drop again tp 
1934, but the rate of decline was 
much smaller than in previous years, 
which in itself ts progress. Whereas 
the drop in loans and discounts 
amounted to approximately $3,300, 
000,000 in 1932, and to approximate 
ly $1,300,000,000 in 1933, It was less 
than $500,000,0000 in 1934. 

“In another respect the balance 
sheet figures for December 31, 1934. 
were especially impressive. Bills 
payable and rediscounts of the state 
banks, which at the end of 1932 had 
Teached a depression high of $669, 
709,000, had dropped by the close of 
last year to the low figure of $82,101,

Last year 167,000 acci- 
dents occurred on highways. 
The result was 160,000 
injuries and 13,000 deaths. 
By contrast, 286,000 city 
accidents caused but 8,000 
deaths. In 1934, the rate of 
death per accident on high- 
ways was more than 100 
per cent greater than the 
average for all accidents 
combined,

GOVERNMENT BANK 
UNSUITED TO U.S, 


Would Serve Politics Rather 
Than Business Needs, Says 
R. S. Hecht, Citing Previ- 
ous Experiences. 


QUOTES PRESIDENT JACKSON 


Extent and Diversity of This Coum 
try Presents Different Situation 
From Europe and Makes 
Regional Banking 
Necessary. 














WASHINGTON, D. C.—A refute- 
tion of arguments in favor of & gov- 
ernment-owned central bank system 
for the United States is presented 
in a statement by R. 8. Hecht, 
President of the American Bankers 
Association, on the basis of exhaus- 
tive studies of European central 
banks. He also points out the disas- 
trous consequences of previous cen- 
tral bank experiments in America. 

“Our present regional Federal Re 
serve System under private owner: 
ship ts infinitely better for this coun- 
try than would be a government- 
owned and controlled central bank,” 
Mr. Hecht says. “If history teaches 
us anything, it is that it is almost 
certain that a central bank so owned 
would be run to meet the varying 
exigencies of the government in 
power rather than to serve the com- 
mercial needs of the country.” 

Central banking has been tried 
twice in the United States, but was 
finally abolished because the credit 
control which the central banks ex- 
| ercised became objectionable and 
unpopular, he goes on to say.

Economist Describes the Ways 
Local Institutions Have Con- 
tributed to Business Growth 


OMAHA, Nebr.—Privately owned 
Danking, despite its faults, bas 
served America well, William A. Ir 
win, Professor of Economics, Wash- 
burn College, Topeka, Kansas, de- 
clared in a recent address here on 
“Banking in a Changing World.” 

“Under the leadership of individe- 
als banking has helped to bring this 
country to 2 foremost place in econ- 

_emle developme.t among the ns 
tions of the world.” he said. “The 
: bas been de 
by the individual bank. The 
ffontiers of America~have been 
pushed forward by the help and 
counsel of the individual banker. 
‘The shocks of wars and depressions 
ime century and a half have beer 
withstood with the assistance of the 
individual banker. 

“It may be that we bare reached 
a tide in the affairs of America when 
new methods are needed. [t may © 
that we have come o 8 point where 
the Individual should be submerged 
for ‘the greatest good of the great- 
est number.’ 


If Change Is Necessary 

“It may even be that complete 
centralization of the banking sye 
tem has become an economic neces- 

_ sity fn our complicated social life. 
But the banker ought to be satisfied 
that these things are so before he 
should give up his fight for the sye 
tem we have known, We came to 
greatness under that kind of bank 
ing; we should not give it up with- 
out unmistakable proof of the abso- 
lute necessity of such 2 change.” 

Profexsor Irwin sa'd that the pro- 
posal which has been advanced for 
coordinating banking operations 
fm the national interest unter “a 
‘Supreme Court’ for benkig is 
typically American and ought to 
have the most serious consideration 
of those elements which are clamor 
ing for political control, which is 
typical, un-American” It tz not 
wise, he sald, to oppose change as 
such, but that bankers should “see 
to it that change, if and when it 
does come, shall preserve all that is 
good in the past and stick as close- 
ly as possible to the American pat- 
tern of things.” 

Banking is properly s conserva- 
tive profession, he pointed out, and 
should cling to practices and prin- 
ciples of banking that are, and al- 
ways have been, funudamentally 
sound. 

“It is to ite credit that so large 2 
group of its members never faltered, 
even im boom times, in their allegi- 
ance to those sound principles,” he 
declared. “We probably owe our 
salvation from chaos to that fact™

SEES INFLATION 
A SLOW PROCESS 


‘A Real Danger for the Future, 
Col. Ayres Tells Banking 
Groups. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J.—Pres- 
ent prospects do not indicate that 
infiation severe enough to cause fur- 
ther dollar devaluation will come 
‘soon in this country, but as an ultl 
mate development it seems, to be & 
very real danger, Leonard P. Ayres, 
Vice President Cleveland Trust 
‘Company, said here tonight in an 
address before the Graduate School 
of Banking. He believed this state- 
ment to be true “unless the govern- 
ment enters frankly upon @ policy of 
issuing fiat money with which to 
meet its expenses.” At present: that 
does not seem to be in sight, he said. 

The Gtaduate School is operated 
Jointly by the American Institute of 
Banking Section of the American 
Bankers Association and Rutgers 
University to offer advanced studies 
for bank officers. 

“We have soenormousiy ia 
creased the capacity of our banking 
aystem for credit expansion that i 
is difficult to see how we could have 
& vigorous business revival without 
having it develop into # credit tnfls- 
tion.” Colonel Ayres declared. 


Inflation 2 Slow Process 

‘If inflation does come it will be « 
slow process, he said, pointing owt 
that in Germany, France, Belgium 
and Italy it took about five years 
te develop from the time when the 
governments entered upon policies 
of financing large peace-time deficits 
by bank credit up to the time whee 
the public generally began to spené 
money rapidly because of fear that 
it would still further depreciate. 

“If we are to go through such « 
period here it would seem likely 
‘that ft might last rather longer thas 
the corresponding periods €1€ 
abroad,” he said “Its beginning 
would date from the spring of 1933 
when we left the old gold basis for 
our money and entered upon the 
policy of financing large govern- 
mental deficits by the sale of Fed- 
eral securities mainly to banks rath- 
er than to private investors. 

“The method that we are follow 
ing is the one that proved disastrous 
im Europe for in all those countries 
including Germany, the increasing 
issues of money that caused the tn- 
fiations were not mere printing 
press issues of flat currency, but 
were secured by government bonds 
and notes discounted at the banks.” 


—_— 











Bel Ayres asserted, is that there are 
“no good hedges against inflation.” 
He added: 


Did Not Lighten Debt Burdens 

“One of the strange facts about 
these infiations is that while they 
Gestroyed the values of most exist- 
ing debts, they did not succeed ta 
lightening the debt burdens of either 
the people as 8 whole, or of the cor- 
porations. 

“Inflation destroys the value of 
bonds and mortgages and so cos- 
fiscates the property of these hold- 
ers of obligations and hands it over 
to the shareholders and the equity 
‘Owners. However, it introduces se 
many new economic difficulties that 
these share and equify holders are 
at once forced to incur new indebt- 
edness so that when stabilisation 
comes the problems of debt are 
about as troublesome as they were 
before, or even more 80.” 

The five requisites of infistion 
were listed by Colonel Ayres a 
first, 2 period of sustained active 
business; second, a rising stock 
market; third, real credit expen- 
sion; fourth. greater putflow of 
gold “than we cas tolerate which 
would force us to cut our currency 
entirely free from gold"; and fifth, 
continued large budget deficits ts 
government operation. 


TWO QUESTIONS ANSWERED 


Why is it that one farmer raises

(3) Factory bullt houses, 
better and cheaper than hand made 
houses. (4) Some whet cheaper 
money.

OMAHA, Nebr.—Privately owned 
banking. despite its faults, has 
serveé Ametica well, William A [r 
win, Professor of Ecotomics, Wash: 
‘durn College. Topeks, Kansas, de 
clared im a recent address here on 
“Banking in « Changing World” 

“Under the leadership of individu- 
als banking bas helped to bring this 
country to « foremost place tn econ- 
omic developme.t among the oa 
tions of the world.” he said. “The 
small community bas been de 
veloped by the individual bank. The 
frontiers of America have been 
pushed forward by the help and 
counsel of the individual banker. 
‘The shocks of wars and depressions 
im a century and 2 balf bave been 
‘withstood with the assistance of the 
individual banker. 

“It may be that we bave reached 
@ tide to the affairs of America when 
pew methods are needed it may © 
that we have come o @ point where 
the individual should be submerged 
for “the greatest good of the great- 
est sumber.’ 


If Change Is Necessary 

“It may even be that complete 
centralization of the banking sys 
tem has become an economic neces- 
sity in our complicated social life. 
But the banker ought to be satisfied 
that these things are so before he 
should give up his fight for the sys 
tem we have known. We came to 
Sreatness under that kind of bank- 
Mag; we should not give it up with- 
out unmistakable proof of the abso- 
Jute necessity of such a change.” 

Professor Irwin sa‘d that the pro- 
posal which has been advanced for 
coordinating banking operations 
fm the national interest un“er “a 
‘Supreme Court’ for bankig is 
typically American and ought to 
‘Rave the most serious consideration 
ef those elements which are clamor 
fag for political control, ‘which ts 
aypicall, un-American” It fs not 
‘Wise, he saié. to oppose change as 
such, but that bankers should “see 
to it that change, ff ané when ft 
does come, shall preserve all that is 
good in the past and stick as close 
ly as possible to the American pat- 
fern of things.” 

Banking is properly s conserra-

should cling to practices and prin- 
ciples of banking that are, and a+ 
ways bave been, funndsmentally 
sound.

« How America - 


Answers Her Crities 


By RAYMOND PITCAIRN 
National Chairman 
|___Sentinels of the Republic. 


We have been hearing a lot of 
criticism lately concerning our Amer- 
ican methods and principles. 

For a while the detractors were 
content to sneer at our art, our 
Uterature, our simple recreations and 
pleasures. More recently, however, 
they have broadened their scope. 
‘Today their hardest attacks are di- 
rected —often from within — at our 
democratic form of government, with 
its effective guaranties of freedom 
and opportunity for all. They favor, 
instead. certain European patterns 
which vest all power in a highly 
centralized government rather than 
in the people. 

Such criticism has not gone un- 
heeded. It is bearing greater fruit 
than many of us realize. Its argu- 
ments resound from the stump. Its 
influence appears in much of our 
recent legislation. 

How can we combat it? 

One method is to apply the acid 
test of realism. Why not turn to 
such critics and ask: 

“Under what other form of gov- 
ernment have a free people devel- 
oped the wilderness into a nation as 
great, as wealthy, as productive as 
our United States? 

“Under what other form of gov- 
ernment have citizens attained as 
high a standard of income, of living, 
and of general well-being as has 


‘Americans? 

“What other government has of- 
fered to its poorest boys such oppor- 
tunities to rise to the height of their 
capacity as are illustrated by the 
careers of Lincoln and Edison? 

“What other government has ac- 
corded to all {ts citizens—to the 
least as well as to the greatest—the 
political power guaranteed under our 
American Constitution?” 

And finally 

“How many of these ad 
are offered to the average man by the | 
modern European forms of govern- | 
ment—with all their planned econ- | 
omy, their regtmentation and their 
strong central authorities dictating 
to every citizen how he shall labor, 
how he shall live, hew he shall 
think?"
